COUNCILMEN FAVOR THE PLAN 


A petition was received 
at last 
bight’s meeting of council from the 
property owners between Oakland ad­ 


dition and the state line, asking that 
the street railway be required to ex­ 
tend their lines through the territory 
owned by them. The ordinance is as 
follows: 
An ordinance asking that a franchise 
be 
granted to the 
East Liverpool 
Street Railway company for an exten- 
gion of its lines from the present ter­ 
minus a t East End to the Ohio and 
Pennslyvania state line, was introduc­ 
ed by Mr. Cripps at the meeting of 
council last evening. Following is the 
ordinance in full: 
Section I. Be it ordained and enact­ 
ed by the council of the city of East 
Liverpool, Ohio, that the East Liver­ 
pool Railway company, its successors 
and assigns, be and they are hereby 
granted permission to extend the 
tracks and lines of said railway, with 
the necessary equipment and appur­ 
tenances, on and along the streets and 
avenues hereinafter named, and to 
build, maintain and operate said rail­ 
way on and along said streets and ave­ 
nues for and during the term of 
twenty-five years from and after the 
passage and legal publication of this 
ordinance (such extension being deem­ 
ed by said council as being beneficial 
to the public, and the written consent 
of the owners of mbre than one-half of 
the feet front of the lots and lands 
abutting upon safd streets and ave­ 
nues having been filed with the city 
clerk), towit: 
Beginning at a point 
on Pennsylvania avenue at the pres­ 
ent east terminus of the lands of said 
company, near the Oakland addition 
and running thence along Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue to Elizabeth street; thence, 
along Elizabeth street to Harvey ave­ 
nue; thence along Harvey avenue to 
the west line of lands of A. S. Martin 
Beginning again at Harvey avenue at 
the east line of lands of A. S. Martin 
and running thence eastwardly along 
Harvey avenue, and the eastward ex­ 
tensions and continuations thereof, to 
the state line. 
Section 2. The right to 
extend, 
maintain and operate said line granted 
by this ordiance is upon the 
same 
terms, conditions and restrictions in 
every respect as those already con­ 
tained in the ordinance by virtue of 
which 
the East Liverpool 
Railway 
company is now operating its present 
line, to which ordinance reference is 
hereby had. The company, for itself, 
its successors and assigns, in accept­ 
ing this ordinance agrees to abide by 
all of the terms, conditions and re­ 
strictions in said original ordinance 
contained. 
Section 3. This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after 
Jts passage and legal publication.

The friends of Dr. Little are numer­ 
ous in this city, and they are congratu­ 
lating him over the result of this case 
as members of the jury 
have given 
the assurance that our 
townsman’s 
evidence was so clear, 
concise 
and 
comprehensive as to 
convince 
the 
most skeptical member 
that 
there 
could be but one opinion in the case

in hand—a verdict in favor 
of 
the 
prosecution. 
It will be remembered by the read­ 
ers of the News Review that Dr. Lit­ 
tle was compelled to enter suit against 
a patron some time since, the latter 
asserting that the work done for him 
was not satisfactory. 
The doctor was

money question, but was indignant at

skill, and he compelled the defendant

the court, where critical ex 
amination was made In 
the

peris, and they pronounced Dr. Little’s 
work as simply perfect in every detail, 
he winning his case without trouble.

W ashington. Feb. 27.—An Important 
amendment to the Philippine amend 
ment to the array appropriation hill 
was agreed to in the senate. 
It was 
an amplification of the 
amendment 
previously offered by Mr. Hoar, of 
Al astute h uflctta, 
laying 
restrictions 
Upon the wale of public lands and the 
granting of franchisee 
and 
conces­ 
sions In the Philippines. 
It was ac­ 
cepted by the committee in charge of 
the measure and is now a part of Hie 
com m ittee amendment. 
Mr. Morgan, 
o f Alabama, continued his speech lie 
gun Monday, and occupied the floor 
during the greater part of the day. 
H e appealed to the committee to with­ 
draw both the Philippine and Cuban 
propositions, maintaining 
that 
con 
gross was treading upon dangerous 
ground and trifling with edged tools 
In acting on them without ample In­ 
form ation. 
Mr. Allen obtained the floor from 
Air. Morgan for a time and severely 
arraigned Rear Admiral Sampson for 
some endorsements he Is alleged to 
have made upon an application of 
Chief Gunner Charles Morgan, of the 
navy, for promotion to the grade of j 
commissioned oflieer. 
Morgan after­ 
ward continued his speech. 
Mr. Allen’s denunciation of Admiral 
Sampson was sensational. 
During the day the conference re­ 
port upon the D istrict of Columbia 
appropriation hill was agreed to, as 
was also a partial report of the con­ 
ferees on the postoffice appropriation 
bill. 


A llen F ie r c e ly A tta ck e d S am pson. 
When consideration of the army ap­ 
propriation 
bill 
was 
resumed, Mr. 
AI organ yielded the floor temporarily 
to Mr, Allen, of Nebraska. 
A fter say­ 
ing that he was satisfied the Philip­ 
pine 
amendment 
and 
ih e 
Cuban 
amendment to the pending hill were 
unconstitutional, and objecting to the 
conferring 
of 
such 
extraordinary 
power apon the president. 
Mr. Allen 
read a letter purporting to have been 
sent by Chief Cunner Charles Mor­ 
gan. of the navy, to Rear Admiral 
W illiam T. Sampson, requesting him 
to forward to tin* navy department 
his application for promotion to the 
rank of ensign, under the provision 
of the pending naval 
appropriation 
bill. 
Ile also read the endorsement 
of Admiral Sampson, made upon tho 
application of Cunner Morgan, in the 
course of which the admiral Is repre­ 
sented sh saying, iii brief, that while 
he recognized Cunner Morgan’s tech­ 
nical and professional ability, he was 
opposed to appointing warrant offi­ 
cers to the grade of ensign because 
they had not enjoyed the social ad­ 
vantages 
which 
Admiral 
Sampson 
beld a commissioned officer of the 
navy should have enjoyed In order 
that ho might represent properly his 
country, in foreign countries partic­ 
ularly 
The endorsement of Admiral 
Sampson 
expressed 
the 
admiral’s 
hope that the secretary of the navy 
would, not find it necessary to recom­ 
mend tlw» promotion of warrant offi­ 
cers of Cie navy to the rank of coin- 
missioned officers. 
He Raid tho 
en­ 
dorsement pfoved beyond a shadow 
o f doubt that there was “a snobbish 
aristocracy In the navy that Is det­ 
rimental to tho country, and a dis- 1 
grace to the country represented by 
this officer and other like officers.”
